To the Inhatitants of the Town of North Hampton, in the County 
of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs:

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
Town, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March next, at one 
of the clock, in the afternoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation of the same. 

3. To hear the report of the committee on Water Supply 
and to determine what action shall be taken to secure a water 
supply for municipal purposes and the extinguishment of 
fires and to raise and appropriate money for same. 

4. To see if the Town will accept the bequest of $20,000 
to build and maintain a High School under the conditions 
named in the will of Mr. John W. F. Hobbs. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid for 
roads. 

6. To see if the Town will authorize the Trustees of the 
Cemetery to care for the South Cemetery, provided the fami- 
lies interested will raise $50.00 or more, the Town to raise a 
like sum and the interest to be used to care for said Cemetery. 

7. Toseeif the Town will vote to make some improvements 
in the Fire Apparatus protection and raise money therefor. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
or such Committee as may be appointed to make such changes 
as may be required in the contract with the Rockingham 
Light and Power Company to save the Town some expense 
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on the Street Lighting, or to extend the system as may be 
deemed best and raise money as may be required therefor. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to construct a sidewalk 
from the ““Y” to Fogg’s Corner and appropriate money for 
same. 

10. To transact any other business which may legally 
come before said meeting.

COPY OF SECOND PARAGRAPH OF WILL OF JOHN 
W. F. HOBBS 


_ At the decease of my said son, Edson C. Hobbs I give, de- 
vise and bequeath the said sum of twenty thousand dollars 
and the surplus interest if any that may have accrued thereon 
to the town of North Hampton, N. H., the income thereof 
to be used for the support of a High School in said town if 
said town will accept said sum and erect a suitable building 
for a High School to cost not less than five thousand dollars, 
and to keep the same in good repair with all the necessary 
fixtures and apparatus required for such a school and will 
locate said school building near the town house on the west 
side of the railway in said town of North Hampton and as 
near the depot as a suitable place can be had, then upon a 
compliance with all the foregoing conditions and not other- 
wise, the aforesaid bequest is given and granted. If the same 
bequest is accepted upon the terms and conditions heretofore 
set forth, then I constitute and appoint Joseph O. Hobbs, 
George Garland and Frank R. Drake, all of said North Hamp- 
ton and Abbott Norris and William 8. Merrill, both of Hamp- 
ton, N. H., trustees of said High School, who shall hold said 
sum in trust, applying the interest and income thereof for the 
support of said school. In case the said town of North Hamp- 
ton shall neglect and refuse for the-period of three years after 
the death of my said son to comply with all the aforesaid con- 
ditions then I give and bequeath ten thousand dollars out 
of said sum of twenty thousand dollars to Hampton Academy 
the income thereof to be used for the support of that institu- 
tion and either of the beforementioned cases said sum of twenty 
thousand dollars or ten thousand dollars shall be known as, 
and called the Hobbs Fund.

Report of Trustees of Public Library 





During the past year we have purchased 89 new volumes 
and one has been presented, making the total additions 90, 
of which 54 were fiction. The number of volumes in the 
library is now about 2030, of which about 1230 are works 
of fiction. The foregoing statement does not include a very 
recent and extensive addition to our works of reference. We 
have received from Clifford 8. Drake, Esq., a gift consisting 
of his complete sets of “State Papers of New Hampshire” 
and the ‘Official Records of the War of the Rebellion.” The 
two works comprise something like 160 volumes and have 
not as yet been cataloged or placed on our shelves. 

Our reading room is supplied with the Century, St. 
Nicholas, Harper’s and Scribners’ magazines and some other 
publications are furnished by friends of the library. 

During the year a concrete floor has been placed in the 
cellar, and we have done such work on the rear wall and 
roof as seemed necessary to prevent a recurrence of the 
flooding of the cellar, which had happened three times in the 
past two years, and was becoming a serious menace to the 
building and its contents. 

We have nearly reached the limit of the capacity of .our 
book stacks, and additional ones must be installed within 
a year or two. It may be advisable to arrange accommoda- 
tions for our books of reference in the reading room. We 
would gain considerable space by this change. A few of our 
books, which are of permanent value and are now in a dilap- 
idated condition, must be rebound in the near future.. 

We have all met with a great loss in the death of our very 
efficient librarian, Miss Lucy Mayo Warner, who died on 


January 30th, after a lingering illness. 
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We estimate the ordinary running expenses for the coming 
year as follows:

To the Citizens of North Hampton: 


Another year has passed and we submit our report of progress, 
trusting it may find favor in your eyes. 

In the year that is now closed we have tried to serve the 
best interests of the people of the community and in all cases 
have ruled as wisely as we could. . 

The subject of transportation was informally discussed at 
the school meeting and the sentiment was in favor of trans- 
portation during the winter term. One thing that meeting 
failed to do was to vote extra funds to defray additional ex- 
pense along this line. 

We believe we have made a wise choice of people to serve 
us in this capacity. Our only failing seems to be in being 
unable to care for the East School pupils properly. In fact 
we could find no one to carry the pupils, and as a result some 
are forced to remain at home during this term. 

This year our teaching force is made up of three new 
teachers, who are making their start in our schools. Miss 
Gertrude L. Carter and Miss Marion G. Knight, graduates 
from the Newburyport Training School last June, have charge 
of the Centre Schools, with Miss Moulton as assistant. Miss 
Mildred 8. Roberts, a graduate from Salem Normal School, 
class of 1915, has charge of the East School. 

Our firm belief in a school superintendent is made stronger 
when we are forced to secure teachers that have not taught. 
They need the guiding hand of a man who has learned much 
by years of school supervision. I trust at the school meeting 
you will vote to employ a superintendent of schools for the 
coming year. It will pay. 

We feel our teachers are doing excellent work, but can do 
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far better work if only outside help could be given every week. 

Our efforts along the great problem of proper ventilation 
have proved a failure. What we would like to do to secure 
satisfactory results is not practical or possible in the build-— 
ing now in use. The cost would be far beyond our means. 4 ~ 

By glancing over our report you can readily see our boys 
and girls are taking advantage of the High School courses. 
This year the tuition paid by the town amounts to a large 
sum and doubtless each year will increase, for each year more 
pupils go away to higher schools. 

During the summer vacation the East School was repaired 
and one-half of the roof reshingled and a new platform laid. 
At the Centre School the much-needed concrete floor laid in 
the basement, making a clean place for the pupils to play when 
the weather will not allow out-of-door playing. 

We call attention to our signs placed on either side of our 
school buildings, warning autoists to go slow when approaching 
the school houses.
